Nay, even 
their very Constitutions rejected. and 
the peopie of those regions referred bavk 
again to the condition of Provinces un- 
der strict military surveiliance. This is 
a ‘whipping of the devil. sround the 
stump’’ with a vengeance, and goes 
step further than all previous Yankee 
contrivacces.

There is cause for rejcicivg that the 
editorial batteries heretofore exclusively 
directed against the imaginary Ka-Kiux 
Klans of the South are to be hereafier 
leveled also at the ‘‘barbsrities”’ in, 
Cuba.

THE ARGUMENT IN THE TEXAS CASE. 

The decision of the Supreme Court io 
ibe Case, after reladog facts ae to 
ine alleg<d secession of tbs Siate in 186}, 
B4ys, im ali respec s, 60 far as the object 
cou:d be accomplished by ordinances of 
couvention, by acts of the Legisiature, 
aud by votes of the citizens, the relations 
of Texas to the Union were broken up, 
aud bew reiations to a new governmens 
were substituced forthem ‘The pusition 
assume could only be maiotaioed 
by arms, aod Texas accordingly took 
part, wiin the other Confederate States, 
in t..e War Oi rebveilion Whigh tuese events 


pade iuevitabie. During the whole of 


the war there Was nv Governor, or Judge, 
or auy other officer in lexas who 
recogu zat the national authority, por 
was auy officer of the United States per- 
lo excercise a@uy authority what- 
ever under the National Government 
withiu the limits of the State excapt un- 
der the immediate protce ion of thena- 
fore:s. Did Texas, io 
cousegucncs of these acts, Cease to be a 
Siate ? or, if not, did the cease to 
be a member of the Union? It is need- 
lO Gisvuss &t length the question 
whether the rpbtof as cate to withdraw 
the Uaion, for any Cause rezarded 
by herself as sullicient, is consistent with 
the Constitution of the United Ststes, 

Phe Usiou of the States never wasa 
purely artificial and arbitrary relation, 
It began among the colonies, and grow 
out of comumou origin, mutual sympa- 
thies, Kindred principles, similar inter. 
esis, and gecgraphical relations. It was 
confirmed streugthened by tbe ne. 
cessities of war, and received definite 
forma and character and sanction from 
the sriicles of confejeration. By these 
the Unicn was solemnly declared to be 
perpetual, and when these articles were 
found to be inad:g iate to the exigencies 
of the country, the Constitution was or- 
dained to forim ‘*s more perfect Union.” 

It-is difficult to convey the idea of in- 
diesoluble unity more clearly than by 
these words. Whatcan be indisaolubie 
if a perpetual uoion made more perfect 
is mot? But the perpetuity and indisso] 
ubility of the Union by no means imp'i& 
the loes of distinct and individual exist- 
ence, or of the right of self-government 
by the States. Uuder the articles of con- 
federation each Sia‘te retained its sove- 
reiguty, freedom and independenes, and 
every power, jurisdiction and right not 
expressly delegated to the Usited States 
under the Constitution, through the 
power of the States were so much re- 
stricted. 

Still, all powers not delegated to the 
United S:ates nor prohibited to the States 
are reserved to the S:ates respectively or 
to ihe people, aud we have already had 
occarion to remark at this term that the 
people of tach State compose a State 
having itsown government and endowed 
with a'l the functions essential to sepa- 
rate aud independent existenre, and that 
witheul the States in the Union there 
eould be no such poiitical body as the 
United Statea. 

Not only, ttrerefore, can there be no 
lots of separate and independent anat- 
omy tothe States through their union 
under the Constitution, but it may not 
be unreasonably said that the preserva- 
tion of the States and the maintenance 
of their governmente are as much within 
the design and care of the Constitution 
as the preservation of the Union and the 
maintenance of the national Govern- 
ment. Tbe Constitution, in all its pro- 
visions, looks to an indestructible union, 
com posed of indestructible States, When, 
therefore, Texas became one of the Uni- 
ted States, she entered into an indiesolu- 
ble relation, and the obligation, perpetu- 
ation, and all the guarantees of the re- 
publican government in the Union, were 
attached at once to the State. 

The act which consummated her ad- 
mission into the Union was somethirg 
more than acompact. It was the incor- 
poration of a member into a political 
body, end it was final. The union be- 
tween l'exas and the other States was as 


They afterwards severally brought suit in 


complete, as perpetual, end ag u- 
ble asthe union between the originel 
S.iates. 
eration or revocation exeept through 
revolution or the consent of tle State. 
Considered, therefore, as & transactio:: 
under the Constitution, the ordinance of 
secession adopted by the Convention and 
ratified by a mejcrity of the c't'zens of 
Texas, and all the acta of her Legisla- 
ture intended to give cif-et to that ordi- 
bance, Were adeciutely nuli. They were 
utterly withcut operation in law. The 
obligations of the State a3 a member of 
the Union, aud of every citizen of the 
Siate asa citizen of the United States, 
remained perfect and unimpaired, 

It necessarily follows thatthe State did 
not cease to be a State, wor her citizens 
to be citizens of the Uaion. If this were 
otberwise, the State must haye become 
foreign and her cit'zens foreigners. Tire 
war must have ceased s war for the 
suppression of the rebellion, and must 
have become a war for conquest and sub- 
jugation. Our conclusion,’ therefore, is, 
that Texas continued to be a State, and 
a State of the Union, notwithstanding 
the transactior sto which We have re- 
ferred, aud this conciusion, in our judg.

The casos cf the United States, appel- 
lant, vs. Albert L. Mowry, Sanauel J. 
Morgan, Jonathan P. Barton, O.iver H, 
Jefirey and Ber j Higdon, were appeals 
from as Court of Claims. The facts are 
brictly these: In 1861 the parties above 
named severaliy suyplied the Doepart- 
ment of Missouri with mortar aud tug 
boats, railrosd cara, horses, ete. Coan. 
Fremont was at the time in command of 
the department, and McKinstry was 
acting »s Quartermaster. Tne charge of 
fraud haviug been rai-ed, the 
of War suspended the contracts, and a 
board, under a res lution of Congreas, 
was appuinted to investigate ihe claima, 
They submitted their claims to the board 
which awarded certain amounts for 
which they receipted under protest. 


the Court of Claims, which allowed them 
the remainder of ths money elaimed 
under contracts. The Supreme Court 
holds that these parties having volunta- 
rily come before the board aud receipted 
for the sums allowed, were estopped from 
farther claims. It was mot designed by 
ihe Government that proceedings should 
be commenced in one tribunal and ended 
in another. Nejeon delivering the 
opinion, reverses the decision of the 
Court of Claims and remanded the 
causes, With direction to enter a decree 
dismissing the petitioa, 

In the Gase of the s‘ermboat Belfast, 
B. C. Nelson et al., claimants in error vs
